‘Secretar of Independent Com- 
| pany Testifies to Drop From 
15 to 7 1-2 Cents. 


PIPE LINES AID MONOPOLY 


Attempts to Kill Competition 
Described in Evidence 
in State’s Suit. 


A. L. Stocky, secretary of the St. 
Louis Oil Co., gave interesting testi- 
mony Wednesday in the hearing in the 
case of the State of Missouri against 
the Standard Oil Co., the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co. and the Republic Oil Co., now 
in progress in the Appellate Courtroom 
before Judge Anthony of Frederick- 
town. 

The suit was brought in the Supreme 
Court to revoke the charters of the 
companies for forming a combination in 
restraint of trade, and the present hear- 
ing is by order of the Supreme Court 
before a commissioner. 

Stocky said that the ownership of a 
tank line under the river from East 
St. Louis to St. Louls gave the Waters- 
Pierce Co. an advantage of $15 to $20 

@ car. 
He told of the manner in which terri- 
tory was divided by the three oil com- 
panies and of an attempt to Induce his 
company to enter into such an agree- 
ment. 

He said that his company could not 
do business in some places because the 
freight rates were too high. 

In some parts of Missouri his company 
caine in competition with the Standard 
Company and in some parts with the 
Waters-Pierce Company. He said that 
the Standard had the northern part of 
the State and the Waters-Pierce the 
southern part. Where prejudice against 
these two was too strong the Republic 
Conipany had the territory. 

The Republic Company was formerly 
the Scofield, Schumer & Teagle Co., with 
which the St. Louis company was on 
friendly terms, but as soon as the name 
wus changed, Slocky said, the company 
made “terrific drives at our business."’ 


Waters-Pierce Cut Prices, 


The Republic company obtained its oil 
from Whiting. Ind., where there is a 
trust refinery.

Mr. Pierce told him, he anid, that if 
the proposition was accepted there 
would. be no competition against his 
company. 

tocky said that in 1897 H. C. Pierce 
offered him a cash consideration to 
cease active competition. He was not 
allowed to name the price offered him. 
Hie said he refused the offer. , 

He never cut prices, he said, until the 
others did. His firm and Scofield, Schu- 
mer & Teagle had a ‘“gentieman’s un- 


derstanding."” They were fighting a 
common enemy. 
He was asked if his company got 


along well with the Waters-Pierce com- 
pany. 


Customers Deceived. 
“Yes, now.” he said, “after we have 
given them a thorough threshing.” 


He said that his company had its last 
trouble with the Watere-Pierce com- 
pany in January when the Waters- 
Pierce company made a cut of a cent 
for sacveral weeks. His company kept 
pace with the cuts and the 
Pierce company quit. 

The Waters-Pierce company sent out 
cards fixing the price to the retail trade, 
but often cut under it.

Aboard Railroad Train—A Charity That ls Worthy 
of Support From All. 


Two contributions, aggregating $15, 
were received by the Post-Dispatch 
Monday for the Pure Milk Fung. One 


written on board the Pennsy!l- 
vania train between St. Louls and New 
requested that the check for $10 
enclosed be credited merely to ‘‘cash.”’ 
The other letter was from Mrs. E. L. 
Glasgow Jr. and enclosed a check for 
$5. 

The St. Louls Pure Milk Commission 
is accomplishing much in the work of 
saving the lives of babies who live in 
the congested districts of this great 
city. Especially is this work appreci- 
ated by the physicians who are famil- 
lar with the conditions existing In tlhe 
districts where the milk is supplied 
and who are conversant with the meth- 
ods of the commission. 

In every large city the death rate 
among infants during the summer 
months increases at an alarming rate. 
Clese observation has shown that this 
is due in a large measure to the impure 
food which the babies receive. Before 
the St. Louis Pure Milk Commission 
established its laboratory at 1726 North 
Thirteenth street, and began dispensing 
a food that is as near to mother’s milk 
as acience can produce, the corner gro- 
cery was depended on for the milk sup- 
ply. 

It was not altogether the fault of the 


Oftentimes the milk was adulterated, 
and germs that might prove fatal to 
the baby would develop in a few hours 
in the best of milk. Milk that left the 
corner grocery store pure at one hour 
would in another become unfit for food, 
and when baby took the milk into the 
stomach the germ developed, disease re- 
sulted and death in many Instances 
followed. 

The commission has remedied this. 
Only the purest of milk finds its way to 
the laboratory. Here it is pasteurized, 
Subjected to u heat that destroys the 
germs, but does not interfere with the 
food qualities. The milk is put in bot- 
tles of sizes adapted for the uses of ba- 
bies aged from a few weeks to 3 years, 
and each bottle contains just enough for 
one feeding. The milk is sold at the 
nominal price of 1 and 2 cents, accord- 
ing to size, for the bottles, and in the 
event that the family to be supplied be 
‘worthy and unable to pay this nominal 
price, the milk is supplied absolutely 
without cost. 

The revenue derived by the commis- 
sion will not pay more than 5 per cent 
of the operating cost, and the commis- 
sion is dependent on subscriptions from 
the public to continue the work.

Haverstick, ‘‘would dare go down the 
street with the filth on the front of her 
dress or his collar that is hidden be- 
hind their lips?’’ 

And then he went on to tell how 
comfortable and happy are those who 
take “tes, care of their teeth, and 
how unpleasant to their friends are 
those who don’t. Honestly, you would 
have thought he wasn’t a dentist, be- 
cause a dentist makes his living from 
people whose teeth have gone at ng. 
and Dr. Haverstick says your teet 
won't ever decay if you attend to om 
the way they should be attended to. 

Therefore he was taking the bread out 
ef his own mouth when he thus gave 
the public a straight tip as to the best 
means of keeping dentists out of their 
mouths. 


The Right Sort of Brtsh. 


You must use a brush with moderate 


ly strong bristles, says Dr. Haverstick, 
the bristles curving toward the back or 
handle. They should form a tuft at the 
end. And the powder you use must not 
contain grit. You must use cértain 
liquids to disinfect the mouth. Do this 
before breakfast. Keep the teeth 
closed, or almost closed, while they are 
being brushed. Relax ‘all the muscles 
of the face when the outer surfaces of 
the teeth are being brushed. Open the 
mouth wide when you are brushing the 
inner surfaces. 

Lots of supposedly nice people don’t 
keep their teeth as clean as they should, 
Dr. Haverstick says. Society ‘s finding 
them out, he declares. They nave been 
forgiven heretofore, but patience {3 néar- 
ing its limit. And it won't do for them 
to plead that they “try’’ to keep their 
tecth clean and wholesome. They 
“must” do it, because it’s casily done, 
and there’s no pardon for those who 
claim to be of neat habits of pergon and 
yet have unclean teeth. 

Gentility demands clean teeth, says 
Dr. Haverstick, and his fellow dentists 
agreed with him. His paper was *varm- 
ly applauded.

When Central Presbyterian Church

irom the influences of his entourage. 

Immediately after his election to the 
Pontificial throne Piux X, endowed as 
he is with a great sense of responsibil- 
ity, finding himself unprepared for the 
great burden placed upon him, had to 
rély more or less on the advice of the 
oldest Cardinals and prelates of the 
church, many of whom, known for 
their experience in church affairs, had 
even volunteered to assist the new 
Pope with their advice. 

Then there were personal obligations 
wwards the Cardinals who stood by 
tim in the conclave, obligations which 
sven Pope Piux X could not entire- 
ty disregard, and so he made a practice 
Of insisting that these Cardinals should 
visit him frequently at the Vatican in 
waiecr to help him in conducting the 
business of the Church.

DEFENSE OF HERSELF 
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Girl Writes to New York Papers, Denying 


Florodora’’ 
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She Has Visited Tenderloin Cafes Since 
Her Release. 


June 3 .—Nan Patter- 
son, “‘Florodora’’ girl, who is still under 
indictment on a charge of murdering 
“Caesar’ Young, her lover, has taken 
to writing letters to the local papers in 
defense of herself. Here is an extract 
from her latest: 

“In the character of a woman who has 
but recently emerged from imminent 
peril of death, and who has now to be- 
gin the battle of life, with the burden 
of an indictment for murder still hang- 
ing over her, I ask permission to cor- 
rect certain lying statements now in ac- 
tive circulation in various quarters, and 
to remove from the mind of the public 
an entirely erroneous impression as to 
the general conduct of my life since my 
release from prison. 

“It is not true that I have visited any 
Tenderloin cafes before or since the 
tour, which, alas! came to so sudden a 
close. 

“There is no truth in the story that 

on the night of my release, during a 
supper, I gave a certain toast, bearing 
directly on the trial in which I was a 
defendant. The story is a malicious lie, 
one of many emanating from a certain 
clique of enemies in the Criminal Courts 
Puilding. These persons are, however, 
in no sense connected with the District 
Attorney's office.

NOT THE PASTOR 


And Stratford M. E. Church 
Becomes Possessed of Strip 
of Deists’ Land. 


END OF LAND TALKFEST 


Rev. Royal Raymond Listened 
for 11 Hours to Arguments 
Under Queer Compact. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—The very lat- 
est syllables have been spoken in the 
celebrated long-time, word-endurance 
contest wherein the Rev. Royal W. 
Raymond was the Nsetener to the deistic 
argument of Thaddeus E. Peck. 

Mr. Peck has not converted the min- 
ister but he admits sorrowfully that 
the minister has heard his arguments 
to the end. And best of all, the Metho- 
Gist Episcopal Church at Stratford, 
Conn., of which Mr. Raymond was pas- 
tor when he entered into the contest, 
has obtained from Mr. Peck clear title 
to a strip of land W feet by 100 and 
valued at $250. By a curious contract 
made on Sept. 1, 192, Mr. Peck ‘gave 
the strip of land to the church on the 
condition that Mr. Raymond “should 
reasonably and honestly listen to Thad- 
deus E. Peck for the period of 11 hours 
* * © for the purpose of study and 
mutual investigation in questions of 
science and theology.” 

When Raymond came to his present 
pastorate in Brooklyn, four hours of 
the alloted time were still upserved. 
After long negotiation, talker and hear- 
er agreed upon a date. 

To avoid betng overtaken by report- 
ers, Mr. Raymond and Mr. Peck met at 
New Haven and went to Savin Rock, 
| New Haven’s Coney Island, where they 
found comfortable places in the pavil- 
ion and settled down for a solid four 
hours’ talk, Mr. Peck took up his dis- 
course where he left off months. 

“Loyalty to nature,’ he said, “is 
obedience to God. Ignorance is crime 
against good. The crime of crimes is 
ignorance. The state has no penalty for 
the man who plays the fool.” 

Mr. Peck declared that the theology 
of to-day is antiquated, practically ob- 
solete. The churches to-day, he said, 
try to prevent the spread of enlighten- 
ment. All other sciences than theology 
have grown and advanced. 

At 6 o'clock, after three solid hours 
of listening, Mr. Raymond said he was 
hungry. He led the way to Wilcox's 
restaurant and there the talker and 
hearer made an onslaught on clams, 
lobster and blue fish and all the other 
elements of a shore dinner. Mr., Peck 
never ceased talking. At 7 p. m. Mr. 
Raymond drew out his watch and called 
attention to the time. ® 

“Are you converted to my way 
thinking?’ asked Mr. Peck. 


““No,”” replied the minister.

Los Angeles. Coroner’s Jury 
Says C. E. Thaisz Was Shot 
in Back by a Revengeful and 
Jealous Wife. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., 
Cc. E. Thaisz, the Pasadena durggist, 
formerly of Ridgewood Heights, L. L, 
was murdered by his wife, who after- 
wards committed suicide, is the verdict 
of the coroner’s jury. Testhmony of men 
who found the bodies and of the physi- 
clan who performed the autopsy showed 
that the murder was deliberate and that 
the woman shot her husband in the back 
as he was running away. It was also 
made evident that Thaisz had _ not 
touched his wife. 

Just a year ago last April Mrs. 
man E. Thaisz, a handsome woman, 
left her home on Ridgewood Heights, 
with the avowed intention of tracking 
her husband, who had deserted her be- 
cause of her threats against his life, to 
the end of the earth, if necessary, to 
kill him, She was successful in Los 
Angeles. 

Thaisz was a prosperous druggist, and 
expert in pharmacy, unassuming, atd 
devoted to study and research. HB 
wife could not understand his studious 
moods, and they seemed to arouse her 
to insane jealousy. It was not until 
more than 15 months ago that neigh- 
bors learned that the home life of the 
couple was unhappy. Mrs. Thaisz com- 
plained that her husband ill treated 
her. Neighbors never saw anything to 
justify the complaint, but on the con- 
tary extended their sympathy to the 
husband, who finally fled.

PATENT WORK BEHIND 


Twenty Thousand Patents and 
Trademarks Untouched 


in Office. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The work 
of the United States Patent Office is 
further behind than at any period in 
the history of that institution. Twenty 
thousand applications for patents and 
trademarks remain unacted upon, al- 
though a large force of clerks are wurk- 
ing. heroically to bring the work of 
the office up to date. This rush of 
business indicates public prospertiy, for 
when money is scarce inventive genius 
takes a back seat, for tKe necessary 
funds with which to meet the requisite 
fees is not always easily found by those 
who seek patents. 

The rush for protection on  trade- 
marks can be accounted for by the fact 
that a new law enlarges the scope of 
the trademark, that is, allowing it to 
be used in commerce among the several 
States, this having been denied under 
the old law. Since the first of April, 
when the new law went into effect, 
there have been 7000 applications, or 
about twice as many as were received 
during the whole of last year. 

The work of the Patent Office cannot 
be hurried, for once a decision is made 
by the Patent Examiners it stands for 
17 years and gives the patentee a mo- 
nopoly on his product during that 
period. On the first of the new fiscal 
year 11 new Examiners will be added, 
but the force will still be inadequate, 
for the officials contend that at least 
50 new Examiners should be added to 
the staff. 

The Patent-.Office is the only one of 
all the Government bureaus that igs 
and yet Congress has 
declined year after year to give it the 
force necessary to keep up with its 
work. It is more that self-supporting; 
it puts into the Treasury annually a2 
large surplus. When the work now 
on hand is disposed of it will net the 
Government in fees a little more than 
half a million dollars.

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Some Fiout and Others Comment Doubtfully on Report 
‘That English Experimenter Has Generated Spon- 


taneous Life From 


Sterilized Bouillon 


and Radium at Cambridge. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 21.—Prof. Burke's 


claim that he has generated life spon- 
taneously by the action of radium on 
sterilized bouillon was read with skep- 
ticism by New York scientists, so far 
as could be judged by their comments. 

Dr, William H. Park, head of the 
bacteriological laboratories of the 
Heaith Department, said: “Personally. 
I do not believe in any theories to the 
effect that life can be spontaneously 
generated. To pass fully upon the ex- 
periment which Mr. Burke is said to 
have conducted with radium and bouil- 
lon at Cambridge, one should be pres- 
ent and actually witness the experi- 
ments. 

“The probability is that Burke did not 
have bouillon entirely free from some of 
the lower forms of life. But he thought 
he did, and therein lay the error of his 
experiments. 

“In our laboratories’ we frequently 
sterilize jelly and bouillon, and keep 
the tubes for years free from bacteria. 
Then again we have tubes supposedly 
sterilized itn which forms develop in 
time. 

‘Bacteria of one kind or another have 
a very tenacious hold upon what life 
they possess. Some of the low forms 
of bacteria will survive a temperature 
of 30 degrees Fahrenheit. Some bac- 
teria will withstand the intensely cold 
temperature represented by 270 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit. In other words, 
they will live tn liquid air. 

“Bastian, another Englishman, some 
years ago convinced himself that he 
had succeeded in spontaneously gener- 
ating life, and he has since remained 
apparently firmly convinced to that ef- 
fect. Recently he has published a book 
on the subject. But his so-called 
demonstration was obtained by means 
so crude 4s to be almost laughable. 

“Life must have started at some 
time, in some manner, on the globe. 
Ijfe may be even now starting in some 
manner at some place on the globe. But 
spontaneous generation of life is against 
our. experietice and observation. We 
know only of germs that are derived 
from germs. There is, so far as I know, 
absolutly no proof that germs have ever 
grown from nothing. 

“I do not know what effect the radium 
could have had upon Burke's bouillon. 
Redium is supposed to be not actively 
destructive of life, but at all event 
slightly deleterious thereto, We can 
grow bacteria in a radio active fluid, 
quite true, Dut they do not grow very 
well. If there is any stimulating effect 
on bacteria by radium it ig, infinites!i- 
mal.”’ ies 

Prof. T: M. Prudden of Columbia, de- 
clined to comment on the Burke experi- 
ments, because, he sald, he did not know 
anything about them. 

Dr. Thomas Darlington, Commissioner 
of Health, took Dr. 
the boulllon was not sterilized. 

Dr. Walter Bensel, formerly of Colum- 
bia, now Sanitary Superintendent of the 
Bronx, said: “I have never believed 
In the theory of the gpontanenous gen- 
eration of life. It involves producing 
something from nothing, and is contrary 
to all our experience and observation. 
It will be found there was an error in 
the Burke experiments—an error due to 
the fact that his boulllon was not pre- 
fectly sterilized."’ 


Nothing Will Come of It. 


Prof. Otis T. Mason, Chief Curator of 
the National Museum at Washington, 
and Chief of the Anthropology Division 
of the institution, and other Government 
scientists declined to discuss the matter 
for publication. but informally dis- 
cussed the subject freely. 

Muny other scientists have made the 
game claim, they say, but no one has 
yet demonstrated his theories. 

Prof. Burke declares. if his conclu- 
Sim are correct, he has demonstrated 
they fit in exactly with Herbert Spen- 
cer’s definition of life. Spencer's defint- 
tion of life is ‘‘a series of changes from 
homogeneity to heterogeneity through 
differentiation to integration.” 

One of the leading scientists of the 
Government says: “Radium is a won- 
derful thing, but it also appeals to the 
imagination, and there have been many 
interesting experiments with this new 
discovery.

not prepared to say that he has pro- 
duced life itself. It is stran@e that the 
leading scientists of the world, after ex- 
perimenting for 20 centuries, nave not 
discovered the secret, and I do not be- 
ieve we have approached it. The trou- 
ble with’all of these wonderful claims 
is that when an honest atte™pt is made 
to demonstrata these discoveries noth- 
ing cuthes of them."’ 


Like Negative Gravity Theory. 

Dr. Charies W. Duval, one of the best- 
known pathologists of Boston and an 
extensive experimenter with radium in 
medicine, would make no comment on 
the cabled discoveries of Jonn Butler 
Burke of Cambridge, England. The line 
that Dr. Burke has been following is 
outside the course —— by Dr. Du- 
val, who, as a member of the City Hos- 
pital staff, has been employing radium 
in the treatment of diseases. He was 
greatly interested and would look for 
further reports. Asked if he considered 
such a find impossible, he rep.ied that 
he would not say a word. 

Another eminent pathologist, who on 
no account would have his name men- 
tioned, said: 

‘The time is not more than three 
wears back, and rather less I should 
say, when, if asked for a comment con- 
cerning such a thing as spontaneous 
generation, I should have replied that 
it was quite as tmposeible as ‘negat ve 
gravity.’. But today our ideas of the 
universe are befng overturned, and 
what seemed impossible a few years ago

Will Lead to Other Things. 


Philadeiphia scientists here are ex- 
tremely loth to discuss the alleged 
finding by John Butler Burke of life- 
giving properties in radium in the ab- 
sence of exact data setting out pre- 
cisely what he has accomplished and 
how results were obtained. Dr. John 
L. Borsch, one of the earliest inves- 
tigators into the properties and usts 
of radium. virtually voiced the ex- 
pression of a dozen other eminent sci- 
entistgs when he said: 

“With less than a hundred words 
covering a reat discovery before 
me, I certainly cannot be expected to 
pass an opinion worthy. of consid- 
eration as to the findings of Mr. 
Burke or the value thereof. My ex- 
periments with radium were directed 
in other ways and, of course, I got no 
such results as those obtained by Mr. 
Burke. The discovery is intensely in- 
teresting if not of great practical sci- 
entific value at this time. It will 
doubtless lead the way to other and 
greater discoveries. I shall look for- 
ward with eagerness to receiving an 
accurate, technical report of the work 
done and findings made by Mr. Burke. 
who advances, if he be correctly 
quoted, a most amazing proposition.” 


Chittenden of Yale Doubtful. 


Russel H. Chittenden, director of 
the Yalo Scientific School, would not 
give an opinion now on the Burke 
claim to the discovery of life-making. 
He added: “The reports of what has 
been done so far are extremely mea- 
ger and merely announce that such 
and such a thing has probably been 
done.~ How the results have been 
achieved or what the results really 
are have not. been set.forth. Before 
it would be necessary to know what 
has been done and what has been ac- 
complished.” 

When asked if it.was an impossi- 
bility. Prof. Chittenden replied: 

“I should not like to say that. Too 
ered every day.’

“She was a woman. She appeared to 
be in need of help. I tried to give that 
to her.

ly before her departure for Kentucky. 

The subject of her conversation was 
Miss Ella C. Preston, an assistant mis- 
sionary of the organization. 

“As yet,” said Mrs. Folsom, “I have 
received no notification that charges 
have been filed against me. My only 
information comes through the public 
press."’ 

Mrs. Folsom held the office of treas- 
urer of the association, C. W. Stewart 
was ite president. One faction of fhe 
organization represented by Dr. Olin D. 
Whittier and Oscar F. Evertz, declares 
that Mrs. Folsom and Prof. Stewart 
have been deposed. Mrs. Folsom con- 
tends that such is not the case. 

Mre. Folsom is an origina] minister 
of the Spiritualist faith and has per- 
formed marriages and officiated at 
funerals. Her visit to Kentucky, she 
says, is for the purpose of rest. 


Her Recent Sorrows. 

“Elght members of my family includ- 
ing my husband, have passed away 
within the last few months and that 
together with this strain is too much 
for me,” she said. 

The exact cause of the trouble in the 
organization is hard to determine. aif- 
ferent members having different expla- 
nations. 

Mrs. Folsom, who was born and reared 
in Kentucky, its a slight woman of me- 
dium height. Her hatr is brown and 
she wears it parted and arranged after 
a fashion that one sees tn the maca- 
zines published in the Civi] War period. 
It is curly and is permitted to have its 
way in front. Hair pins hold it loosely 
in place at the nape of her neck. 

Her eyes are a light hazel and have 
brows, that seem to be mere tracings 
of a soft pencil. Her complexion is 
that which many women might envy— 
a strange whiteness that seems hardly 
natural, Her lips are thin and color 
is not wasted in them. Her nose its 
long and straight. 

Her hands are soft and cold to the 
touch. She wore bieck silk when seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter and sev- 
erai rings, among them a wedding ring, 
were on her fingers. 

This is her explanation of the whole 
story:

She says that 
I employed her to help me, I stand for 
religion, not for fraud. 

“They say that I copied newspaper 
pictures and palmed them off as spirit

“Miss -Preston Says she acted in the 
manner she did because I was cool to 
her. I had reason for my attitude. She 
had broken her word to me. I stood 
sponsor for her and gave her an op- 
portunity to make tests. 

“I thought she possessed psychic 
power. She did some things which 
seemed remarkable to me.” 

Prof. Stewart interrupted to read a 
letter from the national president in 
which mention was made of Miss Pres- 
ton and the fact that she had been de- 
prived of authority. 

“She confessed before the board,” said 
Mrs. Folsom, “that she _ practiced 
fraud.”’ 


Kindly Towards All. 


In an effort to clear matters the re- 
porter asked a question about Prof. 
Stewart's presidency in which was used 
the past tense. 

“Brother Stewart president,” as- 
serted Mrs. Folsom, and the. strength 
in her voice gave indication of strong 
will power. 

i Folsom told this much of her- 
self: 

“Il was brought up an Episcopalian. 
I left Kentucky to come to the 
“Show Me’ State, because [I like the 
inquiring mind of its people. I have 
always ‘told things.’ I foretold my 
grandmother's death when I was six. 
With me it is a gift. I am not a 
mind reader, not a fortune teller. 

“I like St. Louis and mean to 
my days here. ‘The world is 
country. all human beings are my 
brothers and to do good is my re- 
l.gion. Though these persons of whom 
I spoke are not kind to me they are 
still my brothers and I must feel 
Kindly toward them. 

“lt am a member of the Rebecca 
Lodge and of the Knights and Ladies 
of Security,” continued Mrs. Folsom. 
“lL am president of a woman's club 
of 97 members in which there has 
never been a disagreement. 

“IT am president of the Spiritual So- 
ciety of Truth Seekers, whose aim is 
to build a home for Spiritualists in 
St. Louis.

New Head of Assurance So- 
ciety Announces Intention of 
Forcing Restitution of Mis- 
appropriations.

NEW YORK, June 21.—The accept- 
ance of the resignation of Vice-Presi- 
dent James H. Hyde by the Equltable 
LAfe Assurance Society, together with 
that of President Alexander, promises 
to have an important effect in lessenhig 
the income of the former. 

In the first place it ends forthwith the 
salary of $100,000 a year which he has 
drawn as vice-president of the society. 

It is expected that he will soon re- 
tire as vice-president of the two trust 
companies really owned by the Equita- 
ble and from which he got $22,000 a year 
salary. 

It is also expected that he will short- 
ly retire from the directorate of the 
51 corporations to which he was elected 
because of his ownership of a majority 
of the stock of the Equitable Life. He 
got a fee every time the directors of 
these corporations held a meeting, the 
fee ranging from $10 to $20. It has 
been figured that his connection with 
these 51 corporations ylelded him in 
fees alone an annual income of about 
$50, 000. ‘ 

There was gloom several] feet thick 
in the suite of Mr. Hyde when his staff 
of clerks, secretaries and others heard 
the news that he was no longer vice- 
president of the society. 


Hyde Staff to Go. 

One of the first of the Hyde staff to 
go, it is said, will be Charles F. Wil- 
liamson, who has been drawing a sal- 
ary of 27200 a year from the Equitable, 
though it has been charged that his 
cMief duties were the management of 
Mr. Hyde’s country home on Long Is- 
land and his house in Paris. Several 
undéer secretaries who have been draw- 
ing fat salaries from the Equitable, 
though it has been charged that they 
devoted all of their time to the cleH#- 
cal work of the Cercle Francaise and 
other French societies in which Mr.

LET HER RIP. WHO CARES? 

One who signs “Independent” writes in the Let- 
ter Column that as the Fourth of July is the only 
day on which we celebrate our independence, we 
should “let her rip for all she is worth;” that is 
to say, defy the law, ignore the sick and permit any 
degree of recklessness in the use of explosives. 

A single year’s record on that basis ought to be 
sufficient to show people of this way of thinking 
the error under which they are laboring. Let us 
quote it once more: 

Deaths from lockjaw, 406; deaths from other in- 
juries caused by explosives, 60; number of persons 
totally blinded, }0; number who lost one eye, 75; 
arms and legs lost, 54; number who lost fingers, 
174; minor injuries, 3983. Total number of casual- 
ties in the United States, 4349. 

If it were possible to get the attention of the 

fellow who wishes and intends to “let her rip,” he 
might be made to realize, in some faint degree, the 
awful meaning of that one item: “Died of lockjaw, 
406.” He might be made to see that this little army 
of victims from one of the most terrible forms in 
which death comes were mostly little children. He 
might be brought to picture to himself that other 
army of the blind, the halt and lame, disfigured as 
if from a field of battle, who survived as witnesses 
to the murderous folly of the reckless use of fire- 
arms and explosives as the sole means of expressing 
a noble sentiment. 
But the effort to impress the unthinking by 
means of argument is slow and uncertain. The law 
must be enforced in his case, in order to save him 
and others from the results of his folly. The police 
of St. Louis, and in every large city, should make 
sure that the record of injuri@s and deaths this year 
shall be much less than any in former years. The 
“let her rip” policy is altogether too costly. 
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How different the fate of Gomer and that of 
Aguinaldo.

An international 
conference now seems assured. In that 
case the mMterests of the United States 
who is so little concerned in Morocco 
would be best preserved by promoting 
good feeling and a wcrking arrangement 
between the European powers.’’

RAW ASPARAGUS SALAD. 


It Is Delicious, Expensive and 
to Be Had by Only a Fortu- 


nate Few. 
From the New York Sun. 

Most housekeepers do not know that 
one of the most delicious of salads is 
made from raw asparagus. It is also 
one of the most expensive, and is to be 
had only by those who have asparagus 
beds of their own, or are able to pay a 
market gardener near at hand to fur- 
nish the asparagus in the condition nec- 
essary for the success of the salad. 

In order that raw asparagus salad 
may be really worth eating the stalks 
must be cut when they barely show a 
point above ground. The length of stalk 
used should not be much above two 
inches. 

Stalks of this length, growing almost 
entirely underground, are white, crisp 
and tender. They have the character- 
istic slightly bitter taste of asparagys, 
hut it is not so marked as in stalks 
that grow several inches above ground. 

The stalks should be cut late in the 
a*ternoon, or after sunset, so that they 
shall be fresh and cool.. They would 
probably be the better if an earthen 
flower pot had been turned over them 
from noon onward, and they should be 
thoroughly cooled in cracked ice before 
they are served. In fact, they are 
likely to be the better if they are 
brought to the table in a bowl of 


cracked ice.

A simple French dressing, not too 
oily, but not oversharp with vinegar, is 
the proper accompaniment of raw as- 
paragus salad, and if the asparagus has 
been properly prepared and the ingre- 
dients of the dressing have been nicely 
proportioned the result {s a salad unlike 
any other, and especially unlike the 
excellent salad made from cold cooked 
asparagus. 

Such a salad is extravagant, because 
jt involves the use of the asparagus 
2% hours or more before it has reached 
the growth at which it Is usually eaten. 
To make a proper dish twice the usual 
number of stalks must be used, and 
they must be cut when they have at- 
tained half or less than half their size. 

So the salad may be said to cost at 
least four times as much as the cooked 
asparagus salad ordinarily served. It 
is useless to attempt to make raw as- 
paragus salad from the ordinary aspar- 
agus of commerce because it lacks 
the very qualities that make the young 
home-grown asparagus fit for this spe- 
cial use.

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SUGAR AND SPRING FLOWERS 


Why do the flowers bloom in the 
spring? We all know the place of the 
flower in the economy of the plant, but 
what is the precise cause of its period- 
ical appearance? It is, of course, due to 
some form of irritation, and a recent re- 
examination of the question has been 
made by a plant physiologist, Oscar 
Loew, who lives in Japan. His research- 
es have been made particularly with the 
Japanese cherry blossom. Despite the 
abundance of their blossoms, the Japa- 
nese cherry trees do not produce perfect 
fruit, for the climatic conditions cause 
the cherries while still in an unripe 
State to drop from the trees. Herr 
Loew found that the nutritive matter 
which the tree provides to bring its 
fruit to ripeness ceased to be oper~ 
ative after the unripe cherries had fal- 
len off, and was stored in the form of | 
starch in the bark. This starch in the 
following spring was transformed into 
sugar and appeared in an unusually 
large measure in the sap of the treé. 
To this fact is due Loew's impression 
that the sugar is the cause of the ir- 
ritant influence that leads to the forma- 
tion of blossoms.— London Post.
